This  year  we  will  provide  members  with  a 
closer  insight  into  the  various  sporting  bodies 
within  Tattersall's  Club  and  highlight  a  brief 
history  of  those  sub-committees  in  each  monthly 
newsletter. 

This  months  feature  covers  our  racing  history , 
aims  and  events  for  1996. 

Many  members  may  not  be  aware  that 
Tattersall's  exists  today  because  of  our  horse 
racing  connections  forged  in  the  early  days  of 
the  colony  back  in  1855.  Hyde  Park  back  then 
was  Australia 's  fist  race  track  and  the  Club  was 
formed  so  members  could  settle  their  wagers 
with  bookmakers  away  from  the  race  track. 

The  Club  has  two  race  days  each  year  at  Royal 
Randwick  specifically  allocated  "Tattersall's 
Club  Events' ,  being  the  Tattersall's  Club  New 
Year's  Day  Race  Meeting  and  the  Tattersall's 
Club  Race  Day  during  the  Spring  Carnival 
held  in  September.  Designated  races  have 
existed  for  many  years  and  are  still  as  popular 
today  as  they  were  back  in  the  late  1800's 
including  the  Chelmsford  Stakes,  Carrington 
Stakes,  the  Tattersall's  Club  Plate  and 
Tattersall's  Club  Cup,  Tramway  Handicap  and 
Roman  Consul  Stakes. 

The  aim  of  our  Racing  Sub-Committee  is  to 
provide  members  and  their  guests  with  the 
opportunity  to  attend  select  race  meetings  in  the 
comfort  of  the  Members  Stand  and  mix  with 
other  members  who  share  a  common  interest. 
Lunch  is  provided  along  with  the  chance  to  win 
some  magnificent  prizes  (which  have  included 
air  travel  to  the  USA,  accommodation  packages 
and  luncheons).
